He also says 
communication with fami¬ 
lies has been steady since 
the policy was approved 
and parents have had 
plenty of time to prepare 
for the dress code. 

"We’ve been working 
with our families as part 
of the transition. There 
always has to be a period 
of understanding. As stu¬ 
dents come to school we’ll 
work with families to make 
sure the standardized dress 
code is followed," he says. 

Crocco said many par¬ 
ents he has spoken with 
are excited about the 
policy and the new year. 
He also says they don’t find 
it inconvenient because 
many students already own 
spirit wear or school cloth¬ 


ing which will be allowed 
as part of the dress code. 

“We wanted to provide 
flexibility and choice 
as to where to purchase 
navy and white and sent 
out pamphlets that speak 


about options parents have 
shortly after the policy was 
approved.” 

Collee is confident the 
dress code will be worth 
it and knows she can pass 
clothing down as her chil¬ 


dren outgrow them. 

But she doesn’t think 
the policy will do anything 
to alleviate schoolyard 
bullying. 

“We’ve been lucky. None 
of them have ever really 


had an issue with that, but 
I think if there is a bully he 
or she will find something, 
whether it’s hair or weight 
or whatever to pick on 
despite the clothes being 
all the same.”

But he’ll gladly take part in the 
feat — he’s doing it for a dear friend. 

Although Pelham resident Carol 
Smith isn’t related to Alexander by 
blood, the golf pro at Lookout Point 
Golf Course says it certainly feels 
like she is. 

"She’s family to me and a friend. 
That’s the main reason why I am 
doing this,” he says. 

Smith and her husband, William, 
have been coming to the Pelham 
golf club for eight years. When 
fellow club members and staff 
learned Smith was diagnosed with 
and is battling a cancer of the blood, 


everyone wanted to help. 

The golf club will host a golf ball 
challenge in Smith’s honour on 
Labour Day beginning at 6:30 a.m. 

Over a 10-hour period that 
Monday, Alexander will hit 1,000 
golf balls on the club’s driving range. 
Everyone is welcome to watch. 

Anyone can sponsor a ball for 
$5 and if Alexander hits a hole-in- 
one, the person who sponsored that 
ball could win $500. In the event 
of multiple holes-in-one or no 
holes-in-one, eligible golf balls will 
be entered into a draw for the $500

Phcmacists 

DRUGS AND ALCOHOL 


Unfortunately mixing alcohol with certain types of prescription medications can be dangerous. 
Alcohol can increase the risk of severe CNS depression when taken with opioids, benzodiazepines and 
barbituates. Alcohol can also affect drug metabolism (breakdown to active components), or the absorption 
of some drugs. Chronic alcohol intake can also cause problems with certain medications because of the 
effect it has on the liver and specific drug metabolizing enzymes. 

Chronic alcohol use increases acetaminophen (TYLENOL) metabolism increasing its conversion to 
metabolites toxic to the liver. It is always best not to exceed four grams of acetaminophen a day, especially 
if you are a heavy or binge drinker because of the damage it can due to your liver. 

Chronic alcohol use along with NSAIDS (Ibuprofen) or aspirin can increase the risk of Gl bleeds. However, 
an occasional drink with NSAID use is not likely an issue. 

If you are a patient on warfarin alcohol can inhibit warfarin metabolism and increase your INR. If you 
change your usual alcohol intake you should have your INR checked. 

Certain antibiotics, and in particular metronidazole, has the potential when mixed with alcohol to 
make people quite ill. When taken to together a patient may experience low blood pressure, shortness of 
breath, facial flushing, and nausea. 

Diabetic patients taking hypoglycemics such as GLYBURIDE or insulin are at risk of severe 
hypoglycemia (low blood sugar) when they drink alcohol. These patients should limit alcohol to an 
occasional single drink. 

Any patient on medication for sleeping should be careful of alcohol consumption because of the 
additive affects of drowsiness and respiratory depression. Patients have been known to aspirate their own 
vomit and die from intoxication. This could be more likely to happen if a person mixes alcohol with their 
sleep medication. 

This same problem could exist when patients mix alcohol and opiates. 

It is always wise to consult your pharmacist or physician if you receive a new prescription and intend 
to have a few alcoholic beverages. Also please notify your physician or pharmacist if you are a chronic 
drinker. Even if you are not planning to drink while taking your prescription previous liver damage could 
affect how well you metabolize your medication. This could result in too high, or too low a dose for you.

Arts centre in Welland

WELLAND — Malcolm Gear’s walls are 
empty — but they won’t be that way for long. 

Hie local ceramics artist has been clearing 
space in his studio, readying it for a world of 
colour to be delivered by a number of local 
and visiting talents. 

Hoping to help the art scene thrive in 
Welland, Gear decided it was time to trans¬ 
form his space at 464 East Main St. and offer it 
up to the community. 

"The goal is to find and promote local art 
and to introduce new artwork from other 
regions,” he said. 

The studio walls have been booked up until 
February, but Gear is looking for additional 
artists to fill the gallery on an ongoing basis. 

With Gear’s commitment to show their 


work, artists are able to go to the Niagara 
Artists Centre in St. Catharines or Rodman 
Hall Art Centre at Brock University to apply 
for an exhibition grant worth up to $1,500. 

“The gallery and the artists support each 
other,” Gear said, adding each helps to ensure 
the survival of the other. 

Wendy McIntyre, whose work will be the 
first to be displayed in a month-long exhibit at 
the gallery, was successful in securing a grant. 

"There are a lot of limitations that don’t 
exist when you have a grant," said the Port 
Colborne artist, adding framing, transporta¬ 
tion and other costs associated with exhibit¬ 
ing work can add up quickly. 

McIntyre’s drawings made with handmade 
paper will be featured beginning Oct. 4. 

That will be followed by the work of 
renowned landscape painter Lome Wagman 
in November.
